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PARIS, July 9— The French secret police were accused 
3^8terday of topping a telephone at the satirical weekly 
Xe Canard Enchalne” and passing the information they 
obtained to the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency. 

The C^ard was to publish Thursday a photostatic copy 
of a cable aUegedly sent by CIA officers in Paris to 
Washington In October giving details of a telephone 
convCTsation between a Washington journalist and the 
paper’s political editors, Claude AngeU, iu Paris. 

The cable aUegedly gave the CIA's' Washington office 
^^ce notice of a Canard article that named the new 
representative in Paris, Eugene>.rgu: Bnrgwtfli w — . 

Nma Sutton, who made th&'^U to 

toe Canard, said: “There's no question that the informa- 
tipn (TOuld only have been transmitted to toe CIA after 
toe Canard's telephone had ben tapped. . . . 'The CIA 
cablfr contained information I passed on from Washington 
Which was not published in the article.** 

Journalists at the Canard claim Washington was in- 
formed before toe article was even written. 

The accusation is sure to embarrass toe French govern- 
ment, still squirming from a bungled attempt by France's 
mtemal secret service to install microphones in the 
Canard office 18 months ago. It was partly because of 
that scandal that President Valery Gascard d'Estaing 
ordered an end to such activity.
